Death stalked through the slreets of London,

" Triumph op Mind Ovkb Matter." — The 
student of " Pre-adamoto " literature will re- 
collect the account given by a very nncient 
classical writer, o'f an individual who went 
into the forest to build an immense ship. His 
idea was that it would be more practicable to 
construct a large vessel in the forest, because 
the big timber was so conveniently at hand. 
JJ tit after the ship was completed it occurred 
to him for the first time, that it would be difli- 
cult to launch it, as the sea was many miles 
. away, and lofty hills and mountains intervened. 
80 he sat down to study out a plan to get hi.s 
ship into the water ; and long before lie dis- 
coveied how to do it, the ship fell to picce3 
with dry rot. He did not possess the inventive 
genius ol our modern shipbuilders. A lew 
weeks ago some parties in this ciiy determined 
to build a big schooner. They did not go into 
the forest, but had the limbers brought- to 
the waters' edge. The bull of the ves.-.cl was 
completed and launched into the water ; but 
that part of the bay into which she was 
launched lies inside of Stcuart street, and it 
was discovered too late that the vessel could 
not begotten under the wharf out into the 
open water at any stage of the tide. One 
thing seemed quite practicable — they might 
cut away a portion of tho wharf, but that 
would entail great expense and injury to the 
business of hundreds of persons, and altogether 
it would cost more than ten times the value of 
the vessel. The nncient ship builder would 
have been in a quandary, but the builders ol 
the schooner were not. They cut a hole in her 
bottom timbers and sunk her until deep enough 
under to admit of her passage under the wharf. 
The moral of the story is easily COinnrchcuded.

Disparity op Sexes. — The proportionate 
number of the mala ami female population 
in a nation is a question of much interest. 
In Great Britain, from tho lirno of tho earliest 
to that of the last census, the ladies have 
boen the numerical superiors of their lortls; 
and 1 utterly iho female preponderance lias 
boon rather alarmingly increased. Taking 
tho enumerations in their order, and com- 
mencing with that of 1801, wo find that tho 
absolute excess of females was, at each do- 
cade, measured by tho following figures: — 
180,027; 201,298; 210,537; 297,246 ; 340,- 
950; j4'J,871 ; and 71 1,208. According to 
the lust census Scotland numbered 112 fe- 
males to 100 males, and England and Wales 
106 to 100.

PniQuTrut TitAnEDv in France. — Tho 
Court of Assizes of the Vaiicluso, silting at 
Carpentras, has just been occupied during 
three days with Iho trial of a farmer, named 
Leonard, for the murder of his wife and two 
children, under horrible circumstances. Early 
0110 morning, a farmer, named Bonpaud, re- 
siding in a lone house in Iho commune of" 
Pertuis, was awakened by cries for help, 
uttered by some person in the yard in front, 
and on going out lid saw a man dressed in 
his shirt and tiowsers only, both of which 
were stained with blood, ami who said that 
he had just escaped from iho hands of poi- 
sons who had attempted to murder him. 
Bonnaud recognized that individual as a far- 
mer, named Leonard, whose houso was at 
some distance across tho fields, and imme- 
diately-got his horse and carl to convey him 
homo lo La Thuilliore, whero his family usu- 
ally lived, Ihoiigh thoy had another farm at 
Martolly, where they also sometimes resided. 
On arriving there, however, he found the 
house closed, and could make no one hear, 
so ho drove off to tho liostitul at Pertuis to 
obtain assistance for the wounded man, who 
had been injured by a gun or pi.s.ol shot be- 
hind the ear. The surgeon observed lhat tho 
sides of the wound wore burnt with nowder, 
but no traces of wadding or ball. .As soon 
as Leonard was able to give explanation's, 
he staletl that ho had been working with his 
wife and children the previous day al the 
farm at Martelly, and that he was just gel- 
ting his cart out ready lo return to La Thuil- 
liore, when he was shot by some one from 
inside the house, lie fell and remained in- 
sensible lor some lime. As soon as he hail 
recoveretl his senses, ho had with difficulty 
dragged himself to Bonuaud'a farm, lo ob- 
tain help. What had become of his wife 
and children he did not know. 

Two men wero sunt to Marlolly lo look 
afler Iho wife ami children. On arriving 
there they Found tho outer door open and tho 
rooms full of smoke, while in the middle of 
iho bedroom lay a smouldering heap, from 
which the smell of burned liesh proceeded. 
On examination, the bodies of the woman 
and her child wero found in it, cut inlo small 
pieces, and half carbonized. 11 Iho (ailing 
of tho roof had not partially smothered the 
lire the house must havo been entirely de- 
slroyed, ami scarcely any trace of lite crimo 
would have remained. Tho surgeon's doubts 
as to Leonard's statement respecting tho 
manner in which he received his wound ex- 
cited suspicion that he was the murderer ol 
his wife and family, and hail inflicted the 
wound on himself with a pistol. Having 
been taxed with llie crime he at last admit- 
ted that, aggravated by something his wife 
said, ho struck her a blow w hich killed her ; 
that he had afterwards murdered tho chil- 
dien and set the house on lire. In his re- 
morse for what he had done he then at- 
tempted to kill himself, but failed. Circum- 
stances, however, wore soon discovered 
which proved that the muider was premedi- 
tated, and that his object was to obtain llie 
solo possession of a piece of land worth 
about 2500 francs which belonged to his wife 
and her children, and which he he had 
already attempted to mortgage without her 
consent. The evidence was conclusive 
against llie prisoner, who was found guilty 
by llie jury, wilhoot extenuating circum- 
stances, and condemned to death. Tho 
execution was ordered to take place at I'er- 
tuis, near the scene of the crime.

Spirit of the- English Press, 
From Mny 17th to the 24th the English 
press is pregnant with interesting topics, 
parliamentary, diplomatic, scientific and lit- 
erary. For those who cannot find lime to 
do justice to the contents of the English pa- 
pers published daring this period, we pro- 
pose to give a concise and yet comprehen- 
sive view of t'uose lacts which cannot for a 
moment be compared with the richest- 
fancies of fiction. Everything looks peace- 
able, and it would be strange if it were 
otherwise. Lord Paimerston, and the British 
public in goneral, are anxious to see the 
International Exhibition, which is visited by 
nine thousand persons a day. A war would 
distract attention from the magnificent pic- 
ture galleries which it contains, with 
other countless works of peace. A treaty 
concluded with the United Slates, con- 
ceding as regards our own or American 
shipping, a mutual right of search, gives 
goneral satisfaction. As matters formerly 
stood a slaver hoisting American colors was 
secure, and our claim to search for deserters 
from our 6hips on board American vessels 
produced, naturally enough, a considerable 
amount of irritation. Franco and England 
are as friendly linked as ever, and Mr, 
Disraeli in one of his striking speeches dcliv. 
cred in the House of Commons is reported to 
have made use of the following peaceable and 
important words : " At this moment the 
councils of Europe consist only of England and 
France— the other great powers of Europe aro 
at present in a stale of collapse or reconstruc- 
tion. I repeat the councils of Europe consist 
of England and France, and such being the 
case and a cordial alliance having been estab- 
lished between them, there could not be a 
fairer opportunity for reduced armaments or a 
state of affairs in which a moderate military 
expenditure could be more practical. " It is 
something, 'says the Illustrated London News, 
"to hear the leader of a party.whoso advent to 
power is uot improbable, and who was the first 
to give that stimulous to the enormous milita- 
ry and naval expenditure of tho latter days, of 
-which on all sides we hear such complaints, 
confess that that expenditure is not required 
and that France and England are likely to 
remain so." Is this all talk or is it something 
more ? Professing the principles of peace,and 
a religion proclaiming "peace on earth and 
good will to men,:' it docs seem extraordinary 
that no nation of late years should have been 
so little at peace that our country should have 
to be burdened with the incubus of an increased 
naval aud military expenditure. The services, 
of Sir William Armstrong and his famous gun 
were heavy items in the late China war bill 
and the necessity of reconstructing our fleet 
will tend to retard the reduction of the nation 
al debt. The Imperialist war is no sooner 
over tlinn wo are at war with the more mar- 
tial China iiebel. 

There is still great distress in the manu- 
facturing districts of England, but it makes 
littlo noiso ; nor has it, as it certainly would 
have if it occurred in Ireland, an importu- 
nate spokesman in Parliament. The num- 
ber of paupers receiving relief in tho first 
and second weeks of May, when compared 
•with tho preceding weeks, showed an in- 
crease of 2,021). Adding the increase to tho 
original number, gives us a total of 77,080 
in the manufacturing towns who are the re- 
cipients of relief. These figures only shadow 
forth faintly in outline about a lithe of the 
misery which is prevalent in Ashton-under- 
Ljnn, Birmingham, Manchester, Blackburn, 
Rochdale, Stockport, Wigan and elsewhere. 
"\\ r a do not know how many artisans aro too 
proud, as artisans always are, to beg for re- 
lief until driven to the direst necessity ; how 
many are finding a subsistence between 
some wretched drudgery and tho pawnbro- 
ker's shop, which soems to thrive in propor- 
tion to tho poverty of. the localities on which 
it thrives, How is it that the artisan is who 
reduced to such straits.has not laid by money 
for tho rainy day, tho day which brought no 
cotton and silenced the busy hum of ma- 
chinery? ft in far onnior to preaoli than to 
practise, and to give advice to our neighbors 
than to act advisedly when situated in thoir 
position. " Of course these men ought to 
hava saved money," says tho Time) ; and it 
continues : " perhaps they have saved, but 
not enough. Tho stock has soon been ex- 
hausted. But there are many things which 
wo ought to have dono, and have left undone, 
,Somo of us havo been long enjoying in- 
comes, not of eighteen or twenty shillings 
a weok, but hundreds, ayo thousands a ycar ( 
and yet have not saved. Wore our occupa- 
tion gone, how should we stand ? It is easy 
for every class to tell every other its desires ; 
perhaps for every man to preach virtue, hon- 
esty, prudence and economy to everybody 
else ; but not so easy to resist the thousand 
temptations that warp our reason right in 
tho contrary direction. These artisans could 
not expect that a wholo cotton crop would 
one day bo shut up for mero spite in tho 
United Stales, and then burnt ; first, that it 
might do no good to ono fide, then that it 
might do no good to tho otlior. Who nx- 
peoted this of the United States?" Tho 
Mnnohester merchants still believe that 



when tho struggle In America between North 
and South is over, that there will be a largt 
amount of cotton to bring' forward, and the 
destruction of ten or eleven thousand balet 
at New Orleans is regarded as a very ordin- 
ary loss, which may be set besido the or- 
dinary losses by tire and at sea. 

Tho only knotty question proposed seems 
to be this : Suppose that Blavery is abolish- 
ed in the Southern States, will the negroes 
in a stale of freedom provo industrious 
enough to furnish ihe world with large and 
increasing supplies of tho raw material ? 
Wo know how the great experiment answer- 
ed in our own case. A West Indian planter 
onco was a perfect Nabob— to make use of 
an East Indian word— but now that he has 
ceased to bo a moneyed aristocrat, the mam- 
mon-worshipper is not wont to go out of his 
way to cultivate his acquaintance. 

The ending" of lift Allied intervention in 
regard to Mexico is approved of generally. 
The aid which wo gave — some ono hundred 
or so unarmed marines — was insignificant. 

The French," one of tho weeklies remarks, 
" havo decided on intervening for purposes 
so different from those contemplated by the 
convention — chiefly to support a monarchical 
party in Mexico — that tho Spaniards, even, 
have withdrawn from tho business. It looks 
as if tho French moant to be the protoctors 
of Mexico after the Sandwich Island fashion."

Mr.Eheynto the Colonial Secretary: 

Williams Cuekk, June 15th, 1802. 
Sin: — I havo the honor to report my arrival on 
Antler Creek, on the lOtli instant, mid on this 
Creek yesterday; since the former date 1 have 
boon so unceasingly employed, that until to-day 
(Sunday) 1 have been unable to iind time to write 
any report on tho mines. 



Antler Creek there aro about live hundred 
men preparing to mine, but only a few companies 
aro as yet actually at work. In the course of a 
few weeks there will be, 1 am Eatisfied, over u thou- 
sand men employed on the Creek, and the yield of 
gold for this season, will newly equal the yield of 
the whole of Cariboo last summer. Claims have 

,ii .„ been taken up both on the Creek and on the bunks,

at the town on Antler, 

On Grouse Creek, (considered of very little im- 
portance last year,) there are already over two hun- 
dred men, who have taken up claims and aro com- 
mencing to work. 

It iii the opinion of many experienced men that 
the Creek will yield largely. On my vray from 
Antler to this place, I passed within two and 
half miles of tho mouth of Grouse Creek, but my 
presence wan go urgently required iiere, that fear- 
ing a delay of some days, Jl did not go up the Creek. 

The yield on this croeK,(\Villiaiiis) is something 
almost incredible, and Ihe rich claiius have risen 
to three times their market value of last winter. 
Only six companies arc at present taking out gcid, 
but there are between live and six hundred men 
on the creek linking shafts, aud getting their 
claims into working order. Cunningham & Co. 
have been working their claims for the past six 
weeks, and lor the last thirty days havo been tak- 
ing out gold at the rate of three thousand dollaio 
every twenty-four hours. In the tunnel owned by 
this company, Ihe averago prospect is thirty-five 
ounces to the pan. 

Messrs. Steel & Co. havo been engaged for tho 
Inst ten days in making a flume ; but during the 
previous three weeks their claims yielded two hun- 
dred ounces a day. These figures are so startling 
lhat 1 should be afraid to put them on paper, in a 
report for His Excellency's information, were I 
nut on the spot, and know them to ho the exact 
truth. There is every probability that before the 
end of tho season there will bo from fifteen to 
twenty companies on this creek, the yield of whose 
claims will equal those above mentioned. There 
are at present no provisions for sale here, tho 
prices hitherto have been about the same as on 
Antler Creek. 

Lightning and Van Wiuklo, Cllisbolm', Jack of 
Clubs, and Last Chance Creeks, and tributaries, all 
prospect very well, and a great many companies 
are commencing work, I am unable at present to 
repoit on 'them more fully. Two new creeks have 
lately been discovered, but I have been unable to 
obtain any positive information as to their rich- 
ness— one, called lliril's Creek, lying to the north 
Of Lightning Creek, with a north-easterly course ; 
the other Musquitoe Gulch, a tributary of Willow 
Biver. 

A great many men, principally Canadians, are 
returning below; they aro, as a rule, entirely ig- 
norant of mining, and came up here with a few 
pounds of provisions on their hacks, and hardly 
any money. They havo not the loast idea where 
to look for a ct.iim, or how to go about to get ou«- 
As an example, I might mention that one man ac-

will be arranged to the lha , gold , vas foun j OI1 t)le tip of the ground i and 
was greatly astonished on being told that the bed- 
rock was a more likely place. No man during his 
his first year in British Columbia ought to come to 
Cariboo before the middle of July, unless he has 
money. By that time the claims aro all Opened, 
and a green hand can always get good wages. 
Considering the exorbitant price of provisions, und 
tha very few claims that are yet opened, it is most 
astonishing that so many men have been able to 
remain in the district.

the mines arc of n most encouraging character, 
though, owing to the high stage of the water, but 
few claims havo as yet been opened. 

Antler Creek at present is being steadily worked, 
the majority of the claims on an average yielding 
3',")0 to the hand per day. 

The Cunningham's claim, on Williams Creek, 
has already produced in one day the extraordinary 
yield of 500 ounces to a company of eight men'. 
Hill diggings have also been recorded In the 
vicinity of this, Van Winkle, Lightning, and Low- 
hee Creeks; and it is the prevailing opinion that 
diggings ol this description will form onu of the 
most prominent features in mining operations dur- 
ing the coming season. • • • 

From all the information I # havo been able to 
gather, 1 should say four hundred havo already re- 
turned from the mines. This is attributable to the 
scarcity and enormously high price of provisions j 
and that no credit can be obtained from the store- 
keepers, added to which, the great majority of men 
who arc leaving are totally Unacquainted with the 
difficulties of mining. * • * 

Great excitement now prevails in consequenco 
of the repoit of rich prospects having been obtain- 
ed on the tributaries of ttie North River. 

A trail from this place is now in course of con- 
struction to the foot of tho Great Queanclle Lake 
a distance of some ten mile.-, thence by water to 
the head of Ihe lake (r>aid to be ninety miles) a low 
ridge of hills is then crossed, where these streams 
take their rise. I enclose herewith a rough sketch 
of the proposed route, by which His Excellency 
will sec, on reference to " Epner's " map, the 
locality indicated. It is computed that some sixty 
or seventy men have already started for these sup- 
posed new gold diggings. Several boats are now 
being built in anticipation of the coming lush. 

On my way to Quesnolle I passed several bands 
of cattle, making in all from 350 to 400 head, in 
addition to which, 1 learned from Mr. Jeffries that 
his brother had arrived from Kamloops with 1200 
more.

The Debtor and the Felon's Cell — 
Wo have been accused of makin > a mis- 
statement with regard to the cjll in which 
Mr. Gordon, the debtor, is confined, and are 
told that the apartment which lie occupies 
in one of two celln built by the Imperial 
Government for the reception of reuactory 
sailors. If this statement be true, how does 
it happen that we find a man accused of the 
horrible crime of debt incarcerated within 
ils four wall= ! And again, how is it that a 
man accused and afterwards convicted of o 
felony was confined for several weeks in one 
of these identical ".Imperial Government " 
cells! The cell may be "comfortable," 
arid is no doubt very " clean," (everything 
at the Barracks and prison is,) but wo con- 
tend that it is no place in which lo confine a 
debtor. A felon's cell may bo as comfort- 
able as the finest parlor in town, but it is 
none the less a felon's cell, and the odiuir. 
arising from ft confinement therein is tho 
same. It seems that wo have taken a retro- 
grade step with regard to the treatment of 
debtors. Two short years ago debtors wore 
treated by our authorities in a manner that 
would havo done credit to inquisitors. 
They wero not only locked up with felons, 
but they had to associate with them — con- 
verse with their friends through the same 
wicket, and breathe the same air through tho 
same iron bars ; and it was only through 
the exertions of this paper that the system 
was at lust changed and a debtor's prison 
established. We confess that we havo 
always looked upon this debtor's prison 
with a feeling akin to that of satisfac- 
tion — not because we admire the law 
which permits of the locking Up of un- 
fortunate debtors, (on tho contrary, wo ab- 
hor it,) but because it was much moro com- 
tortable than the old arrangement— did not 
necessitate an association with criminals— 
and afforded the unfortunate men more lib- 
erty and elbow-room than could be obtained 
in a cell. For two years it was used as a 
Debtor's prison, and not one of its inmates 
escaped. At last our ex-Treasurer makes 
an attempt to burrow through the walls ; he 
fails; they resist his utmost endeavors, and 
he finally escapes by picking tho lock of a 
gate altogether disconnected with the prison. 
And then it is suddenly discovered that the 
Debtor's jail is unsafe ! Gordon had in vain 
endeavored to burrow through its walls — 
given the job up as a fruitless one, and cho- 
sen a more hazardous, but, as it proved, a 
more successful mode of exit. And the last 
debtor is mado the scapegoat, and suffers a 
curtailment of the customary liberty ac- 
corded debtors, becauso of the ex-Treasurer's 
attempt. If the latter had kept his hands 
from tho brick and mortar, and not de- 
monstrated that ha could not make au exit 
through the wall, bis successor would to-day 
enjoy a degree of comfort and liberty com- 
pared with which the present "comfortable" 
and " clean," " Imperial cell " would bo like 
a garret contrasted with a drawing-room. If 
the Debtor's prison is really unsafe — and, 
notwithstanding the Treasurer's failure, it 
may be so — it should bo repaired and ren- 
dered secure. It was the duty of somebody 
to have had the work done weeks ago. It 
was no! done, and Mr. Gordon goes to an ! 
" Imperial Government sailor's cell" because 
of that somebody's neglect.
